11 SECTION 1. BEIT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
12 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:
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1 Article- Education

3 (b) Each school year, the State Board shall select, consistent with the amount
4 provided in the State budget for the Program, a maximum of [300 teachers] ;000 500
5 TEACHERS to participate in the Program.

7 October 1, 2001.
